School Principal 

A. F. Psikla, principal of the 
County Central High School, gave 
a "New Year" message to the 
young people of the Jack and Jill 
Club in the Anglican Church 
basement last Thursday evening 
at 7:00 p.m. He was present at 
a Twelfth Night *«nquef r» which 
the theme was, "The Twelve Days 
of Christmas." The young people 
decorated the hall and with their 
parents and other interested 
parties were responsible for the 
meals. 

Mr. Psikla opened his address 
with a quote from the “Book of 
Proverbs" admonishing a child to 
respect instruction and parents to

The speaker stated, "That 
if a child cannot apply himself to 
his education there is no real in¬ 
dication that he can apply him¬ 
self to the business of living.”

“All-Risk" Crop Insurance will 
be extended into the remainder of 
the northern and western sections 
of the Co.unty of Vulcan in 1966, 
according to word from the Al¬ 
berta Crop Insurance Corporation 
in Calgary. » 

This is pai t of trie expansion 
program which will see crop insur¬ 
ance made avnilable in about three 
times the area that it was offered 
in last season. As well as expansion 
in the three original insurance dis¬ 
tricts, new areas are being set up 
in the Peace River and in the 
Olds-Three Hills region. 

E. A. Patching, general manager 
of the Corporation, reports that in 
the past season 1,312 farmers in 
the province had crops insured 
under the program. About 115 of 
these have received payments, 
totalling nearly $50,000, for Crop 
losses. 

He says that, because crop yields 
this season are well in excess of 
the long-term average in most 
parts of the province, it was to be 
expected that payments under the 
program would be relatively light. 
Moreover, there was considerably 
less than normal hail damage in 
the three test areas. Nevertheless, 
inspections were made on nearly 
200 farms and about one in 12 
insured farmers had claims on 
which payments were made. Ex¬ 
cess moisture, drought, hail, frost, 
rust or bad harvest weather were 
the main causes of loss. 

’* This past season, only a few 
claims were received for the Vul¬ 
can area, all the result of hail. But 
in the Lacombe area, claims were 
paid to about 75 farmers and in 
the: Vermilion area, to. about 35 
farmers. 

Mr. Patching says that the 
generally good conditions for crop 
production this year, enabled the 
Corporation to build a reserve for 
years- of heavier losses. However, 
.lie says, it is not the objective of 
the Corporation or the sponsoring 
governments to build up large re- 


The Crop Insurance Corporation 
advises that rates and coverage 
have been recalculated for the 
area, with premiums showing a 
general reduction. In addition, 
"good experience” and “size" dis¬ 
counts are being implemented. A 
number of changes are being made 
in the insurance program which 
will work to the advantage of 
policy-holders. 

Crop insurance is a jointly- 


sponsored provincial federal pro¬ 
gram which provides farmers a 
guaranteed return from insured 
crops. T h e federal government 
pays 20 per cent of the cost of 
premiums and the provincial and 
federal governments share equally 
all administrative costs. 

It is expected that the crop in¬ 
surance program will be expanded 
to cover most of the province with¬ 
in a few years.

After having served as Council¬ 
lor for Division Nine of the County 
of Vulcan No. 2 since the forma¬ 
tion of the County in 1951, J. M. 
(Mickey) McKay of Brant resigned 
at the end of last year. Mr. McKay 
has accepted a position of general 
manager and vice-chairman of the 
Alberta Hail Insurance Board. He 
also headed the Alberta Crop In¬ 
surance Corporation.

Mr. McKay was one of the ori¬ 
ginal County of Vulcan councillors 
when the new form of Municipal 
Government was introduced and 
he contributed a great deal to the 
success of the County system 
which was under such intense ..cri¬ 
ticism and bitter opposition at that 
time. 

He was elected by acclamation 
and was unopposed during fifteen 
years. 

While Mr. McKay was known 
throughout the province as a 
"Municipal” man and was Presi¬ 


dent of the Alberta Municipal Dis¬ 
tricts Association just prior to his 
resignation, his chief contribution 
to the County of Vulcan was in 
school affairs. He was Chairman of 
the County School Committee and 
his leadership and ability in this 
field was largely responsible for 
the growth of the county system 
of municipal government. There 
are now 26 counties in the 
province. 

Mr. McKay's record in school af¬ 
fairs and the smooth operation of 
the County of Vulcan proved be¬ 
yond a doubt that education did 
not suffer in county administra¬ 
tion. In fact, education was 
handled with grenter flexibility 
through more actual help and sup¬ 
port of municipal men and closer 
co-operation. 

County of Vulcan system was 
improved through a planned build¬ 
ing program which has provided 
all areas with new and up-to-date 
classroom facilities. He was parti¬ 
cularly concerned and interested 
in providing the best possible high 
school instruction and it was 
through his efforts that the voca¬ 
tional wing was built at Vulcan. 
This made centralization possible 
and has provided high school facili¬ 
ties equal to anv in the province. 

In 1962 Mr. McKay was elected 
to the executive of the Alberta As¬ 
sociation of Municipal Districts 
and took an active part in that or¬ 
ganization. He was appointed to 
the Department of Municipal Af¬ 
fairs Boundary Commission to re¬ 
present the Rural Municipalities. 

The Boundary Commission jot) 
was to arrange municipal and 
school district boundaries to be co¬ 
terminous. This work took two 
years. For the past number of 
years, Mr. McKay has been a 
member of the Municipal Advisory 
Board assisting the Provincial 
Government on matter of local 
level government. Later he became 
a member of a provincial commit¬ 
tee inquiring into the various de¬ 
partment expenditures.

Vulcan Agent One of CPR Mobile Crew Representatives 


Canadian Pacific’s Customer Ser¬ 
vice Centre recently established at 
Lethbridge in a peak period of 
heavy railway traffic has been 
functioning well since its birth. 

The new centre, occupying part 
of the ground floor of the CPR 
station at Lethbridge and augment¬ 
ed by modern telecommunications 
and a force of six mobile repre¬ 
sentatives, has replaced the country 
agencies throughout the Leth¬ 
bridge division, an area extending 
south from Calgary to the U.S. 
border and west from Medicine 
Hat to Crowsnest. 

Better utilization of railway 
equipment, a smoother and swifter 
accounting system, a coordinated 
program of customer calls by the 
mobile representatives are among 
the benefits accruing to the public 
as well as to the company from the 
new program. 

Another convenience is that all 
enquiries from customers residing 
outside the city of Lethbridge are 
made through a single telephone 
number, Zenith 0-7337, on a 24- 
hour, seven-day week basis. The 
switchboard operator in the cus¬ 
tomer service centre determines 
the nature of the call and then 
connects the customer with the 


service concerned — carload 
freight, Merchandise Services for 
less than carload shipments, rail, 
air or steamship passenger travel, 
hotel reservations, telegraphs and 
telecommunications. Customers in 
Lethbridge. continue to call the 
numbers listed in the city tele¬ 
phone directory. 

Increasing personal contact with 
customers is being obtained by the 
customer service representatives 
who make regular calls at places 
of business throughout the division 
on pre-arranged routes assigned to 
be covered by automobile by each 
representative. Each representative 
is qualified to discuss shipping 
problems and other Canadian Pa¬ 
cific services with those upon 
whom he calls. 

Internal operation of the cus¬ 
tomer service centre is making 
maximum use of business machines 
which have telecommunications 
contact with the Company’s re¬ 
gional data centre at Vancouver 
and system computer in Montreal. 

A customer requiring an empty 
car for loading is connected by the 
telephone operator with the 
centre's car order desk. Here an 
attendant records information on 
the nature of the shipment and the 
type of car required, checks priori¬ 
ties in the case of cars required 
for grain shipments, and then 
passes a form to the car control 
desk. 

Nerve centre of the car control 


desk is a board filled with punched 
cards, a card tor every car in the 
division sorted according to the 
station or siding where it is locat¬ 
ed. The cards are in three colors, 
green indicating empties, yellow 
indicating loaded and white indi¬ 
cating cars in transit. 

On receiving a form from the 
car order desk, the car control 
clerk selects from his board the 
car nearest to the customer’s sid¬ 
ing, notifies chief dispatcher 
through direct line* telephone to 
have this car moved to spot re¬ 
quired, and arranges with train 
machine clerk to have new card 
made up to cover the movement. 

The car control clerk also keeps 
all cards up to date, showing date 
of placements, notifications to cus¬ 
tomers, loadings and unloadings 
and releases. For regional and 
system car control, information on 
all cards is transmitted daily to 
Vancouver and Montreal. 

The train machine clerk, having 
received a supply of cards from the 
car control desk, makes up a train. 
Running the trainful of cards 
through an IBM 407 (printer) 
machine, he completes a printed 
train journal for the conductor. He 
also uses the cards to transmit this 
journal by telecommunications to 
the next division, thus enabling it 


to plan tile handling of the train 
before its arrival. The journal also 
is transmitted simultaneously to 
the regional data centre at Van¬ 
couver which retransmits it into 
the computer at Montreal. 

A reverse benefit of this method 
of operation enables Montreal to 
advise Lethbridge each day of all 
carloads headed for the Lethbridge 
division from the entire system, 
showing the location of these cars, 
the consignee, the destination, and 
details of the shipment. Customers 
awaiting arrival of shipments can 
thus be informed on the progress 
of the movement. 

The accounting section of the 
customer service centre obtains th" 
information it requires on ship¬ 
ments from the car control desk, 
and makes out new cards for each 
shipment. These are balanced daily 
and transmitted direct to the com¬ 
puter in Montreal. If an error has 
been made and the division records 
do not balance with the computer, 
the computer rejects the error. The 
erroneous card is then corrected 
by the division and resubmitted to 
the computer. This system keeps 
both offices in balance at all times. 
Under these conditions, it is never 
more than 24 hours old, whereas 
when each agency was submitting 
its accounts by mail, the system 
could be a month or more behind. 

By using the IBM 407 machine 
customers bills are made up direct 
from the cards and when payment 
is made, the cards are reused to 
record the payment.
